Hero’s Grave 



At Arlington 


WASHINGTON <AP) - The 
way to John Fitzgerald Kenne- 
dy’s grave, below the brow of 
an Arlington hill, leads first past 
the memorial to another presi- 
dent who also fell to an assas- 
sin’s gun. 

From the massive, columned 
rectangle of the Lincoln Memo- 
rial, the path courses across the 
broad arches of the Memorial 
Bridge spanning the quiet Poto- 
mac. 

Then through a grilled gate- 
way and a little distance up a 
winding drive to an open space 
where, until now, there has 
been no grave. It is a lawn, 
sloping upward to the top of the 
hill where the home of Confed- ; 
erate Gen. Robert E. Lee stands 
in an aura of another age. 

In his eternal sleep, the fallen 
commander-in-chief will have 
many companions. Some of the 
126,000 cluster close to this hith- 
erto reserved and beautiful open 
area in Arlington National Cem- 
etery. 


Kennedy went to Arlington 
many times— as a veteran to see 
others buried, as a member of 
Congress and as a president. 

' Joins Famous Men 

The city where Kennedy 
served his country spreads in 
panoramic sweep before and 
beneath his hillside gravesite, 
bright in sun, etched in lights 
at night, dim through the cold 
autumn and winter rains. 

The man who shaped history 
and died in doi-'g it will have 
the company of other famous 
men. 

There are Gens. John J, 
Pershing of World War I, Jona- 
than Wainwright of Bataan's 
death march. Leonard Woo'd 
who rode with Teddy Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders in the Span- 
ish-American War. The graves 
of admirals bear the names of 
William T. Sampson who de- 
vised the tactics which de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet and 
/'dm. William Halsey of World 
War II sea battles in the Pa- 
cific. 

Statesmen are there, too: 
President William Howard Taft; 
George C. Marshall, soldier and 
, secretary of state; John Foster. 
Dulles, secretary of state; Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. 

Maj. Pierre Charles L’Enfant,- 
who planned the capital city, 
now lies in Arlington near the 
Lee mansion.
